Official results will be 
released on May 15. 

Cooper said it was an 
exciting win and he is 
thankful that people in 
the riding put their trust 
in him by electing him. 

“I will work every day 
to continue to earn that 
trust,” he said, adding he 
wouldn’t be where he is 
now without his cam¬ 
paign team. 

“I think elections aren’t 
won and lost by one per¬ 
son.

Canada’s tax system 
needs simplification

Over the years, the federal government has 
shown a penchant for muddling the tax system 
with a myriad of tax credits, deductions, exemp¬ 
tions and exclusions. But tax expenditures - as 
they are collectively known - recently drew fire 
from Canada’s auditor general. 

Specifically, the auditor general criticized the 
lack of regular review on the relevance and effec¬ 
tiveness of tax expenditures, and identified a 
dearth of available information for assessing their 
long-term costs. 

But there are broader problems with tax expen¬ 
ditures that fall outside the scope of the audit. 
Before we offer any solutions, let’s better under¬ 
stand the scope of the problem. 

The most pressing issue, perhaps, is the ever¬ 
growing list of tax expenditures, which add com¬ 
plexity to the tax system. From 1991 to 2011, 
the number of personal income tax expenditures 
increased from 105 to 123. 

And virtually every federal budget since 2006 
has contained new or expanded tax credits related 
to a specific activity or group of individuals. The 
credits cover everything from enrolling your child 
in a violin class or soccer to taking public transit. 

At first glance, an abundance of tax credits may 
seem like a good thing. Everyone likes to save 
money. But each new tax credit can add to the 
complexity of Canada’s tax system and conse¬ 
quently increase the cost of compliance. 

Every year taxpayers spend a significant amount 
of time (collecting and organizing receipts, under¬ 
standing the rules) and money (paying accoun¬ 
tants, buying software) to file their tax returns. The 
cost of complying with the personal income tax 
system alone is estimated at around $6 billion - or 
roughly $501 per household per year. 

According to a recent study, taxpayers who 
claimed at least one tax expenditure (out of a list 
of 10) spent an average 20.3 per cent more in com¬ 
pliance costs (after controlling for factors such as 
age and income). Tax expenditures add to the cost 
of filing an income tax return since claiming a tax 
credit requires keeping records, ensuring eligibil¬ 
ity, and perhaps hiring an accountant to check that 
you’re not missing out on any tax benefits. 

And compliance costs fall disproportionately 
on lower-income Canadians who spend a greater 
share of their income complying. In fact, higher 
compliance costs might explain why lower-income 
Canadians are less likely to claim some tax expen¬ 
ditures or be aware of them in the first place. A 
more complicated tax system is also more costly 
for government to manage. Both the compliance 
and administrative costs equal money that doesn’t 
go to investing in productive things that helps 
grow our economy or incomes. 

Also troubling, tax expenditures tend not to 
change behaviour. Instead, they subsidize things 
people are already doing. 

So what’s the solution? A simpler tax system. 

Tax expenditures currently cost the federal gov¬ 
ernment approximately the same amount col¬ 
lected annually from personal income taxes ($130 
billion). Indeed, with more tax expenditures, the 
government has to keep other tax rates higher to 
raise the same amount of revenue.

Don’t define compassion by 
government spending

In a recent column in the 
Edmonton Journal , a local 
historian mused that modern 
governments have become too 
enamoured with “the unfettered 
market of purely economic con¬ 
servatism." He then equated 
higher taxes and more govern¬ 
ment spending with compassion. 

As the Hoover Institution’s 
Thomas Sowell has written, it’s 
easy to talk about how “society” 
or government should do this or 
that, while ignoring the useful 
analysis of whom or what is best 
placed to “do” the “doing.” 

For example, one can say that 
society should ensure children 
are well fed. But that’s too gen¬ 
eral. Th£ first people who should 
safeguard that desirable end are 
parents. In circumstances where 
children are neglected, someone 
indeed should intervene - other 
family, or if that doesn’t work, 
government child services. 

So if one sees a problem, it 
matters to be crystal clear about 
who is best placed to remedy it, 
and in what order. 

To measure compassion pri¬ 
marily through what govern¬ 
ments do ignores how, after a 
certain point, more tax dollars 
spent won’t necessarily produce 
better social outcomes. 


Economist and professor Livio 
Di Matteo recently reviewed the 
best work on the subject; studies 
that measured the effect of the 
size of government in 34 OECD 
countries on social outcomes 
such as life expectancy, infant 
mortality, homicide rates, edu¬ 
cational attainment, and student 
reading proficiency. 

The best results took place 
when total government spending 
hovered around 30 per cent of a 
country’s economy. 

Where is Canada at here? Total 
government spending is now 
at 41 per cent of the economy, 
down from about 53 per cent in 
1992 but still higher than what is 
optimal. 

Why are governments often 
inefficient with the money we 
give them? Consider Alberta. On 
average, government and public- 
sector employees are paid 6.9 
per cent higher than their pri¬ 
vate-sector counterparts (after 
age, length of time in the work¬ 
force and other relevant factors 
are accounted for). 

There is no secret as to why: 
private-sector wages are ulti¬ 
mately linked to competitive 
pressures. A business can’t pay 
salaries without regard to prof¬ 
its, otherwise it won’t stay in 
business. (On the flipside, it also 


can’t pay below-market wages 
because then no one will work 
for that company.) 

Of course, no such natural 
pressure on wages (down or up) 
exists in the government sector. 
Governments - see Alberta - pay 
above market wages and then 
raise taxes to pay for such politi¬ 
cal generosity. 

That matters, both because the 
inertia that plagues government 
diverts cash from the priorities a 
family might have for their own 
money, it also matters because 
higher-than-market government 
wages also divert from other 
possible uses—the building of 
new schools or hospitals, for 
example. 

That’s evidence of how govern¬ 
ments misspend the taxes all of 
us pay. It’s why the notion that 
ever-higher government spend¬ 
ing somehow equals compas¬ 
sion misses some hard empirical 
realities. 

Most people already care about 
people beyond their immediate 
circle. They express that care 
through kindness, volunteer¬ 
ing, support for charities and in 
a thousand other ways. That’s 
a more accurate and holistic 
understanding of compassion.

The RCMP ■ 
Much more 


Canada's national police force is the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, and what better 
time to learn more about who they are and 
what they do than during National Police 
Week, May 11 to 15. While today’s “Mounties” 
still work to “always get their man”, to do so 
requires so much more than when the RCMP 
was created back in 1873. 

Originally, the RCMP provided general law 
enforcement for early settlers in Canada, with 
a role that varied from establishing peaceful 
relationships between settlers and the First 
Nations, to fighting fires if the need arose. 
These officers also established their presence 
internationally during numerous rebellions 
and wars. The first women police members 
were signed on about 100 years after the 
organization was formed, but are now a vital 
part of RCMP operations. 

In fact, the RCMP continues to grow as 
its role becomes even more challenging 
with today’s technological advances. The 
use of technology has generated a new 
wave of criminal activity, and one branch of 
the RCMP’s National Police Services deals 
specifically with crimes such as identity theft 
or sex offences, and provides services related 


than policing! 


to security, audio and video analysis, and 
co-ordination of investigations between all 
police services in Canada. 

Other branches deal with firearms, 
education, information, intelligence, forensic 
laboratories, identification networks and 
child exploitation. The RCMP’s nuyor areas 
of focus include organized crime, terrorism, 
youth, aboriginal communities and economic 
integrity. 

On a more local level, RCMP officers still 
provide everyday policing in areas not served 
by provincial or municipal police services. 
They also provide extra support to provinces 
and municipalities when needed.

A record number of ent ries 
showed up at the 23rd edition of 
the Didsbury Show and Shine on 
May 9, helped by good weather 
and an ever-growing reputation 
as a good opportunity to show off 
classic vehicles.
